On July 16, 1945, the Manhattan 
Project’s boffins blew up a bomb in 
New Mexico in the Trinity test. The 
device, “The Gadget”, exploded 
with the power ofl9,000 tonnes of 
TNT, unleashing a mushroom cloud 
12km across and creating a shock 
wave felt 160km away. 


Despite the Manhattan Project’s 
incredible levels of secrecy, the 
program was penetrated by 
numerous Russian spies. The 
most damaging was George 
Koval (right), who stole info 
about how a nuclear reaction 
is triggered. His espionage was 
only revealed by Russia in 2007, 
a year after “Zhorzh Koval” died 
at age 92 in Moscow. 


American B-29s flew low over 
Tokyo and unleashed incendiary 
bombs that included white 
phosphorusand napalm, and 
100,000 people were killed.

Inearly August, the 
Americans dropped 
five million leaflets on 
35 Japanese cities, including 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

“In the next few days, some 
orall ofthe cities named 
on the reverse side will be 
destroyed by American 
bombs,” it read. The leaflets 
urged the Japanese people 
to evacuate and to demand 
their leaders surrender. 

They didn’t. 


Hiroshima was chplen because 
it had been spared American 
bombing during WWII — andwas 
thus a good target to gauge the 
effects of an atomic bomb. But it p 
was also home to military bases, j 
and indeed some 9000 Japanese* 
soldiers were immediate victims, 
withll,000 moredead byl950. 


B-29 bomber 
Enola Gay, 

named after the mother of its pilot 
Lieut Colonel Paul W. Tibbets, took 
off with Little Boy from Tinian Island 
at 2.45am on August 6, 1945. At 
8.15am the bomb was dropped 
from an altitude of 9400 metres. ^ 
Little Boy fell for 44 seconds 
until it reached an altitude of 
580 metres. T^en... boom. 


During July and August 1945, 

US B-29 planes dropped 49 test 
bombs callecT/'Pumpkins” on 
30 Japanese titles. They had 
the same ballistics and handling 
characteristics as the “Fat Man” 
A-bomb. While some were inert, 
other pumpkins were packed 
with explosives and killed 
hundreds of people. 


Little Boy’s blast was the equivalent 
of 18,100 tonnes of TNT- 2000 
times bigger than any prior bomb 
— destroying everything within 
a 1.6km radius and setting fires 
across llkm^. Windows were 
shattered 16km awa^i The blast 
generated a temperature of 
a million degrees, creating a 
fireball 250m across and a light 
10 times brighterthan thesun. 


The Hiroshima blast 
was so intense that it left shadows 
of vaporised people and objects 
permanently imprinted on 
buildings. Aussie journo John Pilger 
recalled seeing a woman’s shadow 
on a visit to the city in 1967. “It was 
an almost perfect impression of a 
human being at ease: legs splayed, 
back bent, one hand by her side as 
she sat waiting fora bankto open.” 


The A-bombs were code-named 
“Little Boy” and “Fat Man” after 
skinny and plump characters from 
1941 movie The Maltese Falcon. 


Ten days after Trinity, the allies 
issued the Potsdam Declaration, 
which demanded the unconditional 
surrender of Japan. Chillingly, the 
13th and final point on the 
document promised that “the 
alternative for Japan is prompt 
and utter destruction”. 


The ship that delivered most of 
Little Boy’s components to Tinian 
Island in the Pacific was the USS 
Indianapolis. Four days later, the 
ship was torpedoed by a Japanese 
submarine. Ofthe 1199 crew, some 
900 survived thesinking. But in the 
^next two days, nearly two-thirds 
ofthe survivors died from their 
wounds, drowning, exposure and 
shark attack. The story inspired 
Quint’s awesome rant in Jaws. 


Hiroshima was home to 
conscripted Korean labourers ^d 
as many as25, 000 were killed by 
the blaster died within three 
months. Thousands of Korean 
slaves also died at Nagasaki. 


■ Lessthan a minute 
after the bomb 

went off, the Enola Gay was 18.5km 
away when it was shaken by the 
shockwave. For the next 90 minutes, 


the crew could see the mushroom 
cloud, which would risetol2km in 
height. It only disappeared from 
view when the plane was 584km 
away from the dying city.

In May 1946, physicist 
Louis Slotin was working 
on the plutonium bomb’s 
“demon core” when his 
screwdriver slipped, causing 
a blue flash that delivered a 
lethal dose of neutron and 
gamma radiation.

The argument has raged since 
1945. One side says Japan wasn’t 
about to surrender and the blasts 
shortened the war and saved 
millions of lives. Theotherside 
argues Japan wasalready on its 
knees thanksVo firebombing, losses 
in the Pacific and Russia about 
to attack, and that the A-bombs 
were simply the US testing its 
new toy and flexing its military 
muscle at the Soviets. 


While hundreds of his colleagues 
attended the official surrender 
ceremony, young Aussie journo 
Wilfred Burchett made a 
dangerous trip to Hiroshima and 
became the fi ust Western writer to 
see the destrujCtion on the ground. 
He was also wftness to radiation 
sickness, then‘killing hundreds 
every day. His September 5, 1945, 
front page artfcle was headlined 
“Atomic Plague” and began with 
the chilling words: “I WriteThis 
as a Warning to the World”. 


Ontheupside, Bikini lent its name 
to 1946’s new two-piece swimsuit 
that better showed off boobies. 


Hiroshima really couldn’t get a 
break. In late September 1945 the 
city was smashed by a typhoon, 
killing thousands. 


On the downside, 
even bigger tests at Bikini continued 
through the 1950s, rendering the 
area uninhabitable. Some islanders 
returned in the ’70s, but were 
evacuated in 1978 due to radiation. 


By 1950, the combined 
Hiroshima-Nagasaki death toll 
was thought by some to have 
exceeded 340,000. 


Except, of course, there was no 
radioactivity! At least, that’s what 
US propaganda tried to make the 
world believe in the immediate 
aftermath of WWII. On September 
13, 1945, The New York Times 
printed an article headlined: “No 
Radioactivity in Hiroshima Ruin.” 
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'Even more despicably, post-WWII 
American researchers secretly 
injected people with radioactive 
elements to see what would 
happen. The ijnost horrible case 
was a four-yefer-old Australian boy 
who, suffering from bone cancer, 
was flown to the US for “treatment’ 
Instead, he got a hotshot — and 
died back in Oz a year later. 


SOVIET^PIOSION! 


Using secretsithey’d obtained from 
their spies, th^ USSR surprised the 
world by denr^onstrating its first 
atomic bomb on August 29, 1949. 
The nuclear arms race was on like 
Donkey Kong! Over the following 
decades, China, France, Britain, 
India, Pakistan, North Korea and 
Israel would develop nukes. The 
US is the only pountry to fire them. 




IVYMIKE 


While it sounds like 


a stripper movie, 
this was the code-name given to 
the US’s first test of a hydrogen 
bomb in Novemberl952.
